Truffaut's ode to obsessive love 


The Story of Adele H. 


Seven years ago director Francois Truffaut discovered an intensely writ- 
ten autobiography entitled The Diary of Adele Hugo. Written in the late 
1880s, the diary was lost to the world for over 50 years because the author, 
an inmate of an insane asylum, had written the text in code. Once de- 
ciphered, the diary related the tragic memoirs of writer Victor Hugo's old- 
est daughter, Adele, and her maddening experience of unrequited love. 

While exiled on the island of Guernsey by Emperor Napoleon Ill, Hugo en- 
countered a dashing British officer named Pinson and invited him home. De- 
pending upon one’s bias for romanticism or one’s desire for historical 
accuracy, Hugo’s only surviving daughter, Adele, either had a slight flir- 
tation or an actual love affair with the lieutenant. When Pinson’s company 
moved to Halifax, Nova Scotia in 1863, Adele gathered a few belongings 
and set out alone to follow. 

Abandoning a promising career as a writer and composer, Adele con- 
fessed her obsessive love to Pinson, who then rejected her outright, The 
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shock propelled Adele's love into a 
neurotic compulsion. Feigning preg- 
nancy while playing married, she 
took to spying upon and destroying 
any romance that Pinson pursued. 
Official embarrassment at her be- 
havior caused Pinson to be trans- 
ferred to Barbados where Adele 
again followed. Shortly afterward 
she succumbed completely to in- 
sanity and spent her remaining 40 
years in a French asylum. 

Truffaut felt “it would be a fas- 
cinating challenge to concentrate 
on asingle character, obsessed by 
a one-way passion.” He called his 
film “a musical composition for one 
instrument." However, it took a four- 
year search to find the right musi- 
cian—a brilliant 19-year-old actress 
from the Comédie Frangaise in Par- 


is by the name of Isabelle Adjani. 

For more than two years Adjani 
had been acclaimed as a theatrical 
prodigy—she was 16 when she de- 
buted—and had had a number of 
leading roles. When she received 
Truffaut's invitation, Adjani turned 
down a restrictive 20-year contract 
offer from the Comédie Francaise 
and made the transition from stage 
to screen. Her decision paid off im- 
mediately with an Academy Award 
nomination for Best Actress of 1975 
and a multitude of other film offers. 
Unlike Adele Hugo, Adjani’s own 
compulsion—acting—is sure to lead 
her to a far more rewarding conclu-

The Man Who 
Would Be King 


After 54 years, John Huston 
finally puts Kipling’s tale on film

he son of actor Walter Huston and a would-be director at 10, John 

Huston chanced across Rudyard Kipling's short story The Man Who 

Would Be King at 14, and vowed someday to bring the yarn to the 
soreen. It took him 54 years, but it was worth the wait. 

Huston’s childhood dream of directing came true in 1941, with his smash 
debut of The Maltese Falcon. The Treasure of Sierra Madre and Key Largo 
son followed, and Huston got ready to film his pet project, with the lead- 
ing roles earmarked for Clark Gable and Humphrey Bogart. But a Hol- 
lywood trend away from costume dramas and a disappointing script 
stopped Huston's plans. He needed two things: a revival of adventure mov- 
ies and a better screenplay for his “buddy” film set in mythical Kafiristan. 
According to legend and Rudyard Kipling, Kafiristan is a long lost glacier-

entrapped kingdom situated high in the vast mountain range spanning cen- 
tral Asia. Unscalable frozen heights, ferocious winds and unendurable 
changes in temperature made this Afghanistan empire virtually impreg- 
nable to foreign invasion. Except for a 4th century B.C. visit by Alexander 
the Great, no outsiders had ever ventured into its realm. 

Legends are the stuff of great stories and 21-year-old Rudyard Kipling 
quickly grasped that concept when he first heard the Kafiristan tale in 
1886, Living in India as the editor of an English language newspaper, the Ai- 
lahabad Pioneer, Kipling wiled away his creative spare time writing short 
prose with a regional Indian slant. Although the Kafiristan legend became 
the basis for his short masterpiece, it was a pickpocket attempt that was 
the catalyst. This incident led to an encounter with two unsavory types not 
unlike the story's protagonists, and Kipling had his heroes. 

When The Wind and the Lion sparked the latest high adventure trend, Hus- 
ton was delighted—and prepared. He had an “old fashioned movie-movie,”” 
the perfect locations in Morocco and a cast headed by Sean Connery and 
Michael Caine. Finally, Huston forged ahead to complete his life-long am- 
bition only to run slightly aground again. The ruler of Morocco, King Has- 
san, was experiencing active internal opposition to his monarchy. In order 
to use the Moroccan terrain, Huston was forced to change the working title 
of his film to The Man Who Would Be Alexander. After 54 years, it was a

“Iwas born on November 14, 1963,” 
Jacqueline Susann often said, “the 
day my first book was published.” 
That slim volume, Every Night, Jo- 
sephine, was about the antics of her 
near-human poodle. It was an imme- 
diate sensation, selling over a mil- 
lion copies. Between that day and 
her death in 1974, Susann rose from 
literary obscurity to being the most 


A 1962 bout with breast cancer 
made Susann recognize life’s ten- 
uousness and spurred her to at- 
tempt a life-long ambition as a 
writer. Her first book's clear-cut suc- 
cess made it only a matter of time 
before she made publishing history 
with the best-selling novel of all 
time, The Valley of the Dolls. Draw- 
ing upon her own experience in the 
mass media industries, Susann de- 
veloped a new brand of popular fic- 
tion, “the novel as extended gossip 
column,” and succeeded in selling 
more than 17 million copies. Her 
readers eagerly played a celebrity 
guessing game about the book’s

widely read and prosperous woman 
novelist in American history. 

Her previous career was not half 
as spectacular. The Philadelphia- 
born daughter of a noted portrait 
painter, precocious Susann jour- 
neyed to the Big Apple at the ten- 
der age of 16 to make her fortune 
as a Broadway actress. But of the 
21 plays she was in, 19 were flops. 


Characters in the sex and success 
world of society’s upper echelon. 
Valley of the Dolls went on to be- 
come a hit motion picture as well 
and Susann soon followed it with the 
six-month best seller The Love Ma- 
chine. While working on the sequel 
to her first book, ironically titled 
Good Night, Sweet Princess, she 
succumbed to an ever growing lung 
cancer contracted from her 1962 at- 
tack, slipped into a seven week 
coma and then died. 
Susan's ability to give the public 
a “peek” into the darker side of suc- 
cess brought entertainment to mil- 
lions throughout the world. For any 
lifetime to provide as much as she 
did, living that once is more than 
enough.

During one of Woody Alllen’s infre- 
quent interviews a novice writer 
landed in the familiar position of 
straight man to Allen's off-center 
wit. Asked about any regrets in his 
rather successful life, Woody dole- 
fully replied, “My only regret in life 
is that | wasn't born someone else.” 

A lot of other comedians would 
agree—except to add they wished 
they'd been born Woody Allen. And 
with good reason. Woody currently 
possesses a nonstop coast-to-coast 
reputation as the master of Amer- 
ican film comedy. From Broadway 
to Hollywood, he has left his distin- 
guishing mark on every channel of 
popular communication. 

Woody wiled away a typical neu- 
rotic childhood in Brooklyn until he 
discovered he was a freshman at 
New York University in 1951. He was 
out of school less than a semester 
later (the rumor being he was ex- 
pelled for looking into the soul of an- 
other student during a metaphysics 
exam). Woody then decided to get 
paid for what he'd been doing free 
for years and began writing gags for 
New York City ad agencies. After 
cracking out fifty jokes a week for 
advertising copy, he graduated into 
television as a writer for Herb Shrin- 
er and Sid Caesar.

friends propelled Woody onto the 
stage of Greenwich Village’s Duplex 
one night in 1961. A series of live re- 
cordings of his nightclub routines 
followed and Woody made another 
move—this time as a humorist for 
The New Yorker, the Evergreen Re- 
view and Playboy. 

Then one night a producer signed 
Woody to write and act in his first 
feature What's New Pussycat? That 
led immediately to the hilarious 
What's Up Tiger Lily? Woody took a 
year off and wrote his first Broad- 
Way success, Don't Drink the Water, 
after which he wrote, directed and 
starred in Take the Money and Run. 

By his next feature, Bananas, 
Woody was literally that, having also 
collected his stories into his first 
bestseller, Getting Even. Broadway 
was his next stop with his second 
hit, Play it Again, Sam—the play that 
brought Diane Keaton into his life. 
Then came Everything You've Al- 
ways Wanted to Know About Sex. 
Woody slowed his pace somewhat 
after filming Sleeper, concentrating 
on the manuscript of his second 
book, Without Feathers, as well as 
writing Love and Death. 

In a rare straight moment Woody 
Allen once described his personal 
philosophy: “If people come away 
relating to me as a person, rather 
than just enjoying my jokes; if they 
come away wanting to hear me 
again, no matter what | might talk 
about, then I'm succeeding.” Con- 
sidering the hilarious response his 
mere presence receives, Woody has 
succeeded, perhaps better than he 
knows.
